One of six core courses 
recommended for specific stages of an individual 
officer's career, the AIS is designed for experienced 
middle and senior level officers (minimum grade GS-13) 
from throughout the Agency.

The AIS places major emphasis upon current factors 
affecting the Agency's key functions, roles, and effec- 
tiveness; international and domestic developments as 
they bear upon the U.S. intelligence effort; and the 
outlook for intelligence in the 70 's. The Seminar 
draws on knowledgeable speakers from inside and outside 
the Agency, and establishes an atmosphere for in-depth 
dialogue among speakers and participants.
